BLIND DRIVING 


Contestant will drive pylon marked course while blindfolded. Passenger will guide driver by spoken directions only. 
Course will be timed. Three seconds added for disturbed pylons. 


BALLOON & PLUNGER 


Two cars as a team, line up at the starting line. An inflated balloon will be placed between two sink plungers held by 
a passenger in each car. The object is to keep the balloon suspended without breaking while the team traverses the 
course. Teams will be timed and each car in winning tecm will receive equal scoring points. Three seconds will be 
added to time for each pylon knocked over. 


BALANCING AUTO 


Contestants will drive onto teeter-board and attempt to bring it to a balance. Event will be timed. Driver's attempt 
to balance will be declared at an end when either end of teeter touches the ground. 


LANCING THE RING 


Four cars line up at the start with engines running. At the signal, the cars proceed to the finish line. The passenger 
will attempt to spear a suspended ring from the standard as he passes. Should the passenger miss the ring, the driver 
may back the car for another try but must not, in any event attempt to turn around. Time will be recorded. 


BALLOON RACE 


Four cars will line up abreast at the starting line. A passenger or passengers may be carried but will not enter into 
the contest. At the Signal, cars will proceed to first line as rapidly as possible. Here, the Driver will receive a balloon 
which he must inflate by mouth and tie a knot in the stem before he can proceed to the finish line. At the finish line, 
he must hand the inflated balloon to an attendant. Attendant will have a hoop to gauge balloon. Balloon must be 
large enough so that it will not pass thru the hoop. Time will be recorded. 


COASTING TO A LINE 


Four cars will line up at the starting line. At the signal, cars will proceed under power to the “Take Off” line. As 
the front tire crosses this line, driver must place vehicle in neutral, and without benefit of breaking power, coast. 
coming as close to the finish line as possible. He may drive an irregular ccurse and must carry an attendant to keep 
him “honest”. A carpenters square will be used to line front wheel hub cap with finish line. Measurements in feet 
and imches will be kept to determine the winner.

BRIEF CHRONOLOGICAL 


HISTORY the 
HORSELESS CARRIAGE CLUB AMERICA 


Dr. Alfred Lewerenz 


PRIOR 1937: 


the days before there existed Horse- 
less Carriage Club America, individuals who 
were interested collecting some phase 
automobiliana carried their hobby alone and 
unappreciated. fact, these early hobbyists 
often were rebuffed their efforts acquire 
cars, name plates, brass lamps and 
horns, technical literature and the like. 


The world ingeneral was unsympathetic and 
tended ridicule the efforts the collect- 
or. Proprietors automobile wrecking yards 
particular held dim view this new develop- 
ment their business.They just did not under- 
stand what was about and frequently refused 
cooperate with these pioneer searchers, look- 
ing for gems the early days the automobile. 
best their cooperation was often little 
help. For example,if collector spotted rare 
emblem old rusted radiator shell, often 
not the junkie, agreed remove it, 
would ruthlessly knock out with hammer 
the utter ruin the enamel finish. 


collector himself sure his 
social status. could not help feeling that 
was different from the ordinary mortal and 
perhaps little odd his hobby interests. 
contact his search for prizes gave him 
reason think so. However, lonely individ- 
uals they continued spite the ridicule. 


1937: 

time passed these seekers early ac- 
cessories, literature, etcetera, accidentally 
would run across the trail others like 
interests. These contacts would 
wrecking yards, secondhand stores 
and other spots where automobiliana could 
found. 


Eventually hobbyists learned the 
names others chance encounters through 
store proprietors.
